CulmlnatlnK a feeling that quietly 
has been taking form for the last 
several months, a awettng of ettl« 
zens Interested in a non-partlaaa 
school system iwlll be held In thn 
Eagles' hall. Bbcth ktreet and Broad< 
way tonight at 7:30 o'clock. In this 
meeting, composed Indlscrlmlnatoly 
of citlaens of all poitUeal tklths, an 
orpanl/.alion will be effected to wink 
for a non-partlsai^gchool board. The 
object of the Non-Pa rtlsaft School 
leacuc wll: be to lift the public 
school system out of tho realm of 
party conflicts, and ptoee It on a 
plane, where only a love for the best 
Interests of the schools would be tho 
motive for getting on tl;^,Uoaril, and 
where the political parties will not 
consider it as a public plum to bo 
straggled for every year. 

It l» understood that the organic 
cation will endeavor to vet It fHsloiv 
ticket. Both the Repahllc«h and 
nemorratlc city executive commit- 
tees will be appealed to to sever the 
schools from the other elective olll- 
cpp, and to allow the same ticket tor 
!«rhool trustees to go under each 
' inblem. The new organisation will 
make out a non-partisan tlcket.whleh 
It will submit to both committees, so 
that men elected on that ticket may 
be elected with the undorstandini; 
that no questions arising in the 
board will he settled from the view* 
point of any party. 

At the meeting tonight, a declara* 
lion of principles wMI be mad* and 
the membership will not be limited 
in any way. Any citlsen who' would 
like to sea the school system placed 
entirely ottt of poUtlet Ium Hm qaali* 
flcatioa tor meubership. Later it i« 
expected to appeal to the leglslat«ro 
to have the charf'>r repealed in those 
sections which call for aa election 
every year, aad to hav« the term tor 
tour years with elections every two 
years. 

Many business, professional and 
working men have expressed approv- 
al of a Non-Partlsan School league 
and If the organisation is effected, it 
Is probable that it will be Incorpo- 
rated. The citizens behind tho move- 
ment will not be dl'couraseil. If 
nothing delinite is accomplished In 
the fall campaign, but will continue 
to work tor a non-partisan achool 
system. Republicans gad Pt—irats 
alike have signiaed their latsatloB 
of attending the meeting tonight.

LONDON WAKES UP. 
Municipal ownership, that organised humbug ao alluring to lll-bal- 
anoed udnda, projmgated by charlatans, and thriving on the deception of 
voters, was repudiated by the people of London In the eleition held on 
HI .la.\ . The new London county council will contain a majority of 
menibers op;jo8ed to further ventures in Socialism — for the policy pursu- 
ed by the present coandl which its members intended IndeBnitely to ex- 
tend is Socialism, and nothing else. In tte stirring campaign made 
agaloat tham tha eyes of tha voters (ware opaaad to tba dalaaioaa of mu- 
nicipal ownership, tbey were brought to a r^llslng sense of Its eatravs- 
gant cost and Inefflcleacy, and thoy decided to call a halt. 

The Eng;i..ih people, like Ine ..\mei'lcan |i. o;i'. . li:ive been a little 
slow in detecting Ihe swindle. The agitators have fmiled ihern there as 
lier,. wllii lncomi)Iete and lying statlKtlcs of "protll " and the Inautiful 
working of the Glasgow system hasbeen exploited for a great deai more 
than its "worth." The development of pubUc service industries has been 
chected aqd deadened, not helped, by tbe policy of municipal ownership, 
and aa Mr. John B. Hodgaon polatad out in a letter eoatrlbotad to 'our 
columna yesterday, false systems of aeooanting have deceived tha people 
of cities who have been persuaded to engage la municipal trading. It Is 
Idle lo talk of "pioflls" when debts Incurred for gas works sliow a con- 
tinual ini rea.-e. when municipal tramways are wearing out a third set of 
rails with the bonds Issued to i)ay for th*- first set sulU unredeemed, and 
when the so-called operating surpiws turned into the city treasury is fur 
hclnw the per capita average paid In the form of.fraceblsa and other taxes 
by private corporations doing almilar servloe. 

A multitude of manlolpal owaarahip experlmeata teva come to crief 
within the last two or three years. A good many citios are eaoeedlngly 
anxious to sell plants that are running tliem all the time deeper In debt, 
but find no eager hpyers. In the whole field of theory and practice .Social- 
ism is undergoing destriict:ve exposures. Teachen of fjoclalism and writ- 
e:-s of Sociaii-t linoli^ iii^i>i converts arc all the time lieing made by 
thou:^a.nds and thai the <-ause la making great headway. That may be 
true, but the doctrioes that are making headway are not those having to 
do with municipal ownership, or with any other raaaoaahle or half-reason- 
able policy. The Socialistic preaching which wtna coaverts now is tte per- 
fectly frank advocacy of redlstrlbutioa — of taking away violently or oth- 
er wl^ the possessions of those who teve got on in the world to bestow 
tbcm MpiMi till U'.i-s capable aad ti|dastnoaflL (Hva ovarytedy everything is

My p^jwta* moved to Missouri In 
the ear'.y thirtlaa; I do not remember 
Jii.-'t when, for I was not born then,^ 
and cared notaing for such things 
It was a long Journey In those days, 
and must have been a rciiirh aiul tire- 
some one.

,tlM wee village of Florida. In Mon- 
roe county, and 1 was born there in 
18S5. The village contained a hund- 
red paw pl a aad I laeraaiad the popula- 
tion by 1 per cent.

There is no record of a person 
doing as much — not even Shake- 
speare. But I did It for Florida, and 
It shown that I aavld have dona U 
for any oMiar ^oa— avaa Loadon, I 
suppose. 

Recently some one In Missouri has 
sent mc a picture of the house I was 
born ill. Heretofore I have always 
stated that it was a palace, hut I- 
sha'.l be more guarded now. 

I remember only one circumstance 
connected with my life in It. I re- 
member It very well, though T was 
but two and a half vears old at the 
time. The raniily paclu d up every- 
thing and started in wa!;oiis for Han- 
nibal, on the MIssisippi, thirty miles 
away. Toward night, when they 
camped and counted up the children, 
one was.misaing. I wa« t'ne one. I 
htid been left behind. Parents 
ought always to count the children 
I" fore they slarl. I was havltig a 
good enough time playing by myself 
until I found t'nat the doors were 
fastened and lhat there was a grisly 
deep silence brooding over the .place. 
I knew then, that the fanylly were 
gone, and that t4iey had forgotten 
me I was wi ll frightened, and I 
made all the noi.se I could, but no one 
was near and it did no good. I spent 
the afternoon in captivity and was 
not rescued until the gloaming bad 
fallen aad the place waa alive with 
ghosti. 

My broMier Henry was six months 
old at t'nat time. I used to remem- 
ber his walking Into a fiic outdoors 
when he v. as u week old li w as ic 
markahle In me to reiiH 'k" a 'hiiiii 
like that, which scarred when I was 
so young. And it waa still more re- 
markable that I nhould cling to the 
deluaion, for thirty years, that I did 
remember It — tor of course It never 
happened: he would not have been 
able to walk at that age If 1 hud 
Hluptioi to reflect. I should iiot uave. 
bt^rdatfad my memory with that im- 
posaihla rubbish so long. It is be- 
lieved by many people that an Impres 
sion deposited in a chiid'a memory 
within the first two years of its life 
cannot remain there five years, hut 
that Is an error.
